W hen Miss Alice M. Fairfax of Paris, 
Texas, recently became the bride of Sam M. 
Stone, Jr., of Chicago, the ring passed to her 
13-year-old cousin, M arian Avery Fairfax ol 
Brookhaven, Miss., in accordance with a cus 
tom started many generations ago. 


Under this custom, the eldest unmarried 
Fairfax girl possesses the 
ring, handing it down 
to 
the next in line when she marries. 
The ring was made by Washington to weal 
in token of mourning on the death of his half- 
brother, Lawrence Washington, 
from whom 
the nation’s first president inherited his famous 
estate of Mount Vernon. 
The ring is of gold, with 12 small diamonds 
encircling a larger one em

bedded in silver in a gold hi 
agree selling.

George 
Washington 
pre­ 
sented the ring to his sister-in-law, Anne Fair­ 
fax Washington, the widow of Lawrence, who 
had been the first mistress of Mount Vernon. 
She was the daughter of William Fairfax, for­ 
mer governor of the Bahamas, and owner of 


the ring during the wedding ceremony, in ac 
cordance with the old custom which prescribes 
“ something old” as part of a bride’s adornment 
to bring good luck. 
It is intended by the Fairfax family that 
should the Fairfax line of succession die out 
entirely the ring will he given into the keeping 
of some historical society or museum as a relic 
of the first president. 
Lawrence 
Washington, 
the 
half-brother 
whose death led George Washington to have 
the ring made, is said to have been the man 
who first inspired George to thoughts of a mili­ 
tary career. 


A S a young man he was sent as officer in a 
British military expedition to Cartagena. 
He served with distinction, and George W ash­ 
ington— then a young man— was fired with en­ 
thusiasm and hoped that some day he too might 
win similar honors on the battlefield. 
The anecdote of his early ambitions is well 
known. 
He had intended to sail to join the 
English forces in the W est Indies, but when 
his motlier expressed her grief at his departure 
he changed his plans and stayed in America. 
While his half-brother developed the plan­ 
tation at Mount Vernon, George Washington 
bought a plantation for himself on Bullskin 
Creek. 
On Lawrence W ashington’s death, in 
1752, Mount Vernon was left in trust to Law­ 
rence’s infant daughter, with George W ash­ 
ington named executor and inheritor in case of 
the child’s death. 
Tile child died a short time afterward, and 
a little later, when George Washington had 
paid a lump sum to his half-brother’s widow, 
he came into possession of Mount Vernon. 
On George Washington's death the prop­ 
erty went to his younger brother. Jack, whose 
son, Bushrod, sold it in 1859 to the Ladies’ 
Mount Vernon Association, which turned the 
buildings and grounds into a national shrine.
